ings w o u ld 
be w h o lly destroyed 
and the bodies incinerated. F in a lly, 
h ow ever, ihe llarnes w ere subdued, 
but not until several of the rescue 
party had surcurabed to the fumes 
T h e bodies w ere then collected and 
carried to the top of the shaft. 
A t the time of the explosion 135 
m en w ere in the mine. 
F o r ty in 
the east en try escaped w ith only 
sligh t injuries.

N e w Y o r k city Friday night, w hen 
the ju y ,a lter being out three hours 
and five minutes,returned a verdict 
com pietely exonerating 
John M. 
W isk er and E . C. E yler, the crew 
of the engine that crashed into the 
rear of the train, causing the death 
of seventeen people. 
T h e verdict 
places the b lim e tor the conditions 
leading to the accident on the of­ 
ficials of the road. 
Both Wisker 
and E yler were im mediately dis­ 
charged from custody. 
A f t e r reciting the details o f the 
accident and exonerating the crew, 
the verdict continues : 
“ 
W e further find faulty manage-, 
meet on the part of the officials of 
the N e w Y^ork Central road and 
we hold said officials responsible 
for the reason that during the past 
ten years said officials have been 
repeadedly warned by their loco­ 
motive engineers and 
other 
em­ 
ployes of the dangerous conditions 
existing in said tunnel, imperiling 
the lives of thousands of passen­ 
gers, and they have failed to rem­ 
edy said conditions; and also for 
the reason that certain improve­ 
ments in the way of both visible 
and audible signals could have been 
installed and the disaster tljereby 
have been avoided; 
and for the 
further reason that no regulation 
of speed at which trains 
should 
have run in said tunnel has been 
enforced, thereby 
allowing 
engi­ 
neers to exercise their own discre­ 
tion.”

how her tw o boys were kidnaped 
from her several years ago, and 
while the story has not been dis­ 
proved, it is not believed.

tale she told Friday is believed to 
be another of the same sort. 
Mrs. Todd says she was 
reared 
by Robert and Jane Todd, who*re- 
sided tw o and one-half miles from 
Chambersburg, 
in 
Pike county. 
T h ey always, she sajs, refused to 
tell her her name, but a friend, she 
says, told her she 
was Lincoln’s 
daughter. 
She says, too, she 
remembers 
that Lincoln called at her home one 
time and that he bad a discussion

the Todds concerning her. 

T o d d says 
she 
wanted her

foster father to tell her the name of 
her parents, but he refused to do 
so, and when she was 18 years old 
she left 
him.

Petersburg which his estate failed 
to obtain. 
She says the 
present 
holders have
